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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 6, 13, 20 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The term "about" in claim 6 is a relative term, which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "about" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a 
standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would 
not be reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. It is unclear as to the actual 
endpoints of the temperature range that applicant wishes to claim. 

The term "about" in claim 13 is a relative term, which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "about" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. It is unclear as to 
the actual endpoints of the time range that applicant wishes to claim. 

The term "about" in claim 20 is a relative term, which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "about" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. It is unclear as to 
the actual endpoints of the temperature range that applicant wishes to claim. 
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The term "about" in claim 21 is a relative term, which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "about" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not 
provide a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the 
art would not be reasonably appraised of the scope of the invention. It is unclear as to 
the actual endpoints of the temperature range that applicant wishes to claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-5, 7, 10, 14-17, 19 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Shamshoum, et al. (US 6531553 Bl). 

See entire document. Shamshoum, et al. disclose a supported heterogeneous 
Ziegler-Natta catalyst which contains a group IVB, VB or VIB metal (Cr is group VIB - 
col. 2, 1. 52-67) to which a lithium cyclopentadienyl or indenyl compound (col. 1, 1. 38- 
46) is added (abstract). The preferred support is a magnesium component such as 
magnesia (magnesium oxide - col. 3, 1. 1-9). The ratio of lithium to transition metal is 
at least 0.2 and the lithium to Cp is 1:1 therefore the Cp ratio to transition metal should 
therefore be at least 0.2 (col. 6, 1. 59-60 and generalized molar ratio calculation). The 
Cp is also disclosed as substituted (col. 3, 1. 46-47). Methods of making the catalyst are 
disclosed (col. 4, 1. 30-50). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 9, 11-12, 18 and 22 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Although prior art of record discloses that substituted cyclopentadienyl non- 
transition metal compounds, it fails to teach or fairly suggest specific substitutions such 
as alkyl, aryl, alkylaryl, alkoxy, aryloxy, alkylsilyl. 

Prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the following: 

(1) a method of impregnating the support with a solution comprising the non- 
transition metal Cp compound, (2) a method of contacting the support with the non- 
transition metal Cp compound via separately introducing into a reactor the non- 
transition metal Cp compound and the support comprising the chromium, (3) a method 
of reducing the catalyst in the presence of carbon monoxide.
